FINANCE. 

and  P°sit.iou  of  the  Institution  is  set  out  in  detail 

in  this  report  f °St  informatlon  ln  the  audited  accounts  printed 

t irVVl11  bf  Steen  T3*  the  activifci6S  and  usefulness  on  behalf 
of  blind  people  have  been  increased  in  nearly  every  department, 
lor  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  income  has  not  sufficed  to 
meet  the  necessary  expenditure,  and  shows  over  the  past  three 
years  an  average  deficit  of  £1,900  per  year. 

Some  sources  of  income  have  not  yielded  as  much  as  in 
previous  years,  and  in  these  difficult  times  new  sources  of  income 
are  not  easily  available.  In  one  particular,  however,  it  is  a. 
matter  of  general  satisfaction  to  report  that  there  arc  fewer  blind 
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children  needing  education  and  training,  and  consequently  a less 
sum  is  available  as  fees.  It  is,  therefore,  difficult  to  adjust 
expenditure  to  fewer  numbers  and  lessened  income.  Nevertheless, 
the  number  of  elderly  blind  people  needing  financial  assistance 
has  increased,  and  with  the  help  of  the  City  Council  Grants,  a 
real  financial  improvement  has  resulted  with  regard  to  them. 

Legacies  are  below  the  average;  it  is  only  by  steady  income 
year  by  year  that  the  Committee  is  able  to  maintain  its  work  on 
a high  standard. 


THE  SCHOOL. 

Number  of  Pupils. — The  number  of  pupils  during  the  year 
has  decreased.  There  are  now  104  pupils  on  the  registers.  This 
decrease  has  caused  reduction  of  Staff  where  possible.  The  work 
throughout  the  School  has  progressed  during  the  year  to  a satis- 
factory standard.  An  increased  number  of  pupils  having  a fair 
degree  of  sight  is  leading  to  more  Partially  Sighted  work  through- 
out the  classes.  One  class  is  now  given  over  entirely  to  pupils 
taking  this  type  of  work. 

The  School  Organizations  have  again  received  strong  support. 
To  the  Guides’  and  Scouts'  activities  can  now  be  added  those  of 
the  School  Rover  Crew  and  Brownie  Company.  A Company  of 
Rangers  is  being  formed  among  the  elder  Senior  Girls. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  year’s  development  is  the  intro- 
duction of  Domestic  Science  as  a subject  for  the  Girls.  Under 
the  expert  direction  of  Miss  Culverwell  these  classes  have  made  a 
most  promising  beginning. 

Religious  Instruction. — A full  syllabus  of  Religious  Instruc- 
tion has  been  given  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  K.  Paget  and 
Rev.  H.  ICnapman. 

Six  girls  and  two  boys  were  confirmed  at  St.  Peter’s, 
Henleaze,  on  November  27th,  1934. 

Music  and  Singing — The  year  has  been  very  successful  in 
this  work.  One  pupil  secured  the  A.T.C.L.  Diploma  in  Piano 
Playing,  and  24  gained  other  certificates  of  the  Roval  Trinity 
College  of  Music.  Of  these,  12  were  Honours  Diplomas.  The 
pupils  have  again  given  several  concerts. 

Piano  Tuning. — While  the  number  of  Trainees  in  this  Depart- 
ment has  fallen,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  standard  of 
work  has  maintained  a very  high  level.  Three  pupils  were  entered 
for  the  Blind  Tuners’  Diploma  and  all  were  successful. 

Technical  Training. — Very  good  work  has  been  produced  in 
the  three  workshops — Basketry,  Mat  Making  and  Knitting.  One 
boy  won  the  prize  for  Basketry,  and  a girl  won  the  prize  for 
Hand-Knitting  at  the  1934  Welsh  National  Eisteddfod.  The 
Committee  are  introducing  Flat  Knitting  Machine  Training  for 
the  Senior  Girls.  There  are  now  25  Technical  Trainees — 13  Girls 
and  12  Boys. 
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WORKSHOPS. 


Prices  are  similar  to  those  charged  in  other  shops  for  service- 
able articles.  Visitors  to  the  Workshops,  who  are  given  oppor- 
tunities ot  seeing  the  blind  at  work  and  the  results  of  their 
industry,  are  often  amazed  at  the  variety  and  excellence  of  the 
work  done. 

May  we  again  urge  readers  to  make  purchases  at  our  Shop 
in  Park  Street,  or  to  send  their  orders  by  post.  Such  help  is 
really  the  most  useful  and  practical  form  of  assistance. 

The  proposals  of  the  City  Council  to  make  a new  road  in 
connection  with  the  New  Municipal  Buildings  will  very  materially 
interfere  with  our  arrangements.  Careful  consideration  is  being 
given  both  by  the  Committee  and  the  Corporation  to  the  means 
for  carrying  on  the  work  efficiently.  The  proposals  will  sweep 
away  the  baleshop  at  the  corner  of  Museum  Avenue  and  part  of 
the  main  building  of  the  Workshop.  Its  reinstatement  and  the 
welfare  and  convenience  of  the  blind  during  the  transition  period 
are  being  sympathetically  dealt  with. 


HOSTEL  FOR  BLIND  WOMEN. 


The  Hostel  for  Blind  Women  at  15  Woodland  Road,  has  had 
a larger  number  of  inmates  than  ever  before,  the  result  of  enlarg- 
ing its  scope  to  include  any  suitable  adult  blind  women  who  need 
a home  besides  those  employed  at  the  Workshops. 

We  are  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  Fawdry,  a new  member  of 
the  Hostel  Committee. 
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The  Social  activities  have  been  well  maintained  and  our 
grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  kind  friends  who  have  given 
thought  and  time  to  the  Entertainment  of  our  inmates  during 
the  winter. 

The  members  of  Toe.  H.  not  only  came  to  the  Home,  but 
also  kindly  entertained  us  at  their  own  quarters. 

Mrs.  Adams  again  most  generously  gave  us  £5  for  special 
treats. 

Gifts  of  Poultry  and  Garden  Produce  have  been  kindly  sent 
every  week  by  Miss  Vera  Wills,  to  whom  we  are  very  grateful. 
Mrs.  Sewell  gave  us  our  Christmas  Dessert,  and  other  generous 
friends  sent  us  Braille  Christmas  Cards,  an  Armchair  and  various 
kind  gifts.  The  Annual  Garden  Sale  was  held  on  June  16th,  and 
opened  by  the  Hon.  Mrs.  John  Inskip,  and  our  best  thanks  are 
due  to  those  who  helped  to  make  it  such  a success. 

Miss  Phillips  was  appointed  Matron  in  August  in  succession 
to  Miss  Buckworth,  whose  retirement  took  place  then  to  the 
great  regret  of  all  who  knew  her  and  her  devoted  work  for  the 
Home.  We  wish  Miss  Phillips  all  happiness  and  success  in  her 
work  amongst  us. 


BLIND  HOME  WORKERS. 

No  scheme  of  welfare  of  the  blind  is  complete  without  super- 
vision and  assistance  to  blind  people  working  in  their  own  homes. 
These  are  for  convenience  termed  Home  Workers.  They  are 
mainly  ex-pupils  of  our,  or  other  similar  schools,  and  it  has  been 
one  of  the  methods  of  helping  blind  people  from  the  earliest 
history  of  the  Institution. 

For  several  years  nearly  60  such  workers  have  been  registered 
in  Bristol  and  the  adjoining  counties,  that  is  in  addition  to  the 
pupils  resident,  in  the  School  and  the  workers  employed  in  the 
Workshops.  These  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Supervisor  and 
help  given  with  regard  to  materials  and  necessary  equipment  as 
well  as  monetary  monthly  grants.  For  this  purpose  the  Committee 
have  secured  the  financial  co-operation  of  the  County  Councils 
in  the  adjoining  counties. 

Their  products  are  mainly  sold  in  their  own  districts,  and 
the  patronage  of  the  public  in  rural  districts  and  smaller  towns  of 
the  adjoining  counties  is  much  to  be  desired. 

Two  years  since  a blind  Home  Worker  was  helped  to  start 
a boot  repairing  business  and  to  open  a small  shop  for  the  sale  of 
his  work  and  other  Home  Workers’  in  his  district. 

Recently  a Sale  has  been  arranged  each  week  at  a stall  at  the 
Devizes  Market. 

The  increased  financial  grants  to  Home  Workers  reported 
last  year  have  been  maintained  and  are  especially  useful. 

The  Annual  Re-union  is  held  each  summer  in  Bristol  and  a 
very  pleasant  day  was  spent  last  year  at  Bristol  and  Clevedon.

HOME  TEACHING.

The  methods  of  assistance  to  the  Unemployed  blind  have 

add?tion°nf  un  fTd  ™pr°Ved  durinS  the  past  year.  and  the 
addition  or  1/6  to  the  previous  scale  of  16/6  per  week  for  single 

persons  has  been  welcomed.  The  additional  cost  as  well  as  the 
cost  of  the  general  relief  scheme  for  unemployable  persons  is  borne 
by  the  City  Council  under  their  scheme,  whilst  the  Committee 
provide  for  tbe  administration. 

In  co-operation  with  the  City  Council  Committee  the  Clinic 
provides  regular  opportunities  for  the  examination  of  people  not 
onlv  blind,  but  also  those  with  bad  sight,  and  we  hope  that  this 
win  result  in  prevention  of  blindness  in  some  cases,  or  at  any 
rate,  in  alleviation  of  the  suffering  caused. 

The  Home  Teachers  are  constantly  encouraging  people  to 
learn  to  read  and  write,  and  manv  do  so,  in  addition  to  the 
advantages  of  having  Wireless  Sets  lent-  them.  Especially  the 
elderly  people  who  have  had  an  opportunity  of  learning  the  Moon 
type  have  been  most  appreciative.  In  some  cases,  blind  people 
up  to  the  age  of  nearly  80  have  been  successful  in  acquiring  a 
working  acquaintance  with  this  simple  form  of  raised  type. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  the  method  of  printing  this 
and  the  standard  of  books  available. 

\\  ireless  Licenses  are  free  to  blind  people  on  production  of 
a certificate  of  blindness,  and  manv  Wireless  Sets  have  been  lent 
to  those  who  cannot  otherwise  obtain  them.  Recently  a set  was 
given  and  at  once  lent  to  an  invalid  bedridden  woman  who  was 
quite  paralysed  as  well  as  blind.  She  had  not  been  able  to  attend 
any  services  or  entertainments  for  many  years.  She  could  not 
manipulate  an  ordinary  set,  but  with  some  adjustment  and  super- 
vision of  her  friends  it  has  opened  to  her  quite  a new  interest. 
On  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  one  of  our  lady  visitors  the 
expression  of  delight  and  gratitude  was  almost  overpowering  and 
quite  sincere.

HOLIDAY  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES. 

The  usual  holiday  and  social  activities  have  been  maintained 
and  as  far  as  possible  are  extended  to  those  who  are  able  to  avail 
themselves  of  them. 

Workshops’  Employees  are  allowed  nearly  4 weeks'  holiday 
with  pay  during  the  year  and  a day’s  Outing  to  the  seaside.  The 
Home  Workers  Re-union  is  a very  happy  time  and  looked  forward 
to  with  a good  deal  of  pleasure.  Our  Social  Club  meets  even- 
week  and  has  a pleasant  afternoon  at  the  Central  Hall  in  Old 
Market  Street,  some  rooms  being  lent  by  the  Central  Mission 
Authorities.  They  have  Teas  on  various  occasions  and  are  invited 
to  an  Outing  to  the  seaside  in  the  summer. 

Mrs.  Sewell  has  for  many  years  opened  her  Holiday  Home  • 
for  blind  women  at  Clevedon  and  it  has  proved  a real  boon  to 
many  who  otherwise  could  not  get  away. 

The  Guild  of  the  Handicapped  at  their  Home  at  Churchill 
also  invite  blind  members  of  the  Guild  to  spend  a holiday  each 
summer. 

Mrs.  Way  and  Miss  Butterworth  have,  again  invited  parties 
to  their  house  in  Leigh  Woods. 

The  Manager  of  the  New  Palace  Theatre  last  year  enter- 
tained a party  of  nearly  150  blind  people  to  an  entertainment  and 
tea. 

Although  the  grants  from  Public  Bodies  have  enabled  the 
Committee  to  relieve  the  pressing  physical  needs  of  the  un- 
employable blind,  there  still  remains  a wide  field  of  social  work 
which  can  well  be  extended  when  greater  financial  support  is 
forthcoming.

Many  have  lost  their  sight  through  delay,  and 
people  of  all  ages  with  eye  inflammation,  defective 
sight  or  an  injury  (however  trivial  it  may  at  first 
appear)  should  be  urged  to  obtain  skilled  medical 
advice  at  once. 

If  in  all  cases  advice  could  be  given  in  the  early 
stages,  and  treatment  carried  out  as  long  as  the  doctor 
considered  it  necessary,  better  results  could  be 
obtained  and  a considerable  amount  of  blindness 
prevented.
